number of new claims for unem­ 
ployment

At present there are no indica­ 
tions that this unemployment w ill 
decrease in the very near 
future, 
but that the load w ill stay at the 
present level 
or

slightly. 
The actual number

increased from 577 
in 
December, 
1947 to (ICB in January,

ac­ 
cording to Jam es M. Damitz, man-

jobless includes about 400

Vaccine Against 
Poultry 
Disease 
Being Developed 


Amherst, Mass., (S S )— A 
new 
vaccine to protect poultry against 
Newcastle disease, 
one 
of 
the 
most destructive of poultry mala­ 
dies, has been developed by sci­ 
entists at the Massachusetts Ag­ 
ricultural Experiment Station. It 
is prepared from a low-potency 
virus, 
and 
inoculated 
by 
the 
thrust of a small needle into the 
wingweb— the 
so-called 
"stick 
method.’' 
Success with some 12,000 chicks 
is reported. Immunity was tested 
with a potent virus from one to 
three months 
after 
vaccination, 
and ell the young 
chickens 
sur­ 
vived. 
It has been found 
possible 
to 
combine this vaccine with anoth­ 
er, against fowl pox, 
and 
thus 
give the birds double protection 
with a single vaccination.

The science of all forecasting 1S 
in its infancy. Briefly’ the Sun­ 
spot Theory is that when these 
spots are very b r i l l i a n t and active, 
we suffer from cither, or both, 
very hot and very cold weather. 
It is further true that these sun­ 
spots will be brilliant in 1948. 
On the other hand, since the 
cold summer 1816. when the sun­ 
spots were very brilliant, there 
have been many other years when 
tho sunspots w ere equally bi Pli­ 
ant m d when none of the corres­ 
ponding years w ere badly upset 
bv w eather conditions. Therefore. 
as a statistician, I would say that 
there is no existing evidence for

In short, all sci­ 
entists believe that sunspots have 
an important effect upon the veg­ 
etation of the earth as well as u p­ 
on the men and animals,—but not 
enough evidence exists to enable 
forecasts to be based thereon.

A fter careful study of this fa­ 
mous 1816 summer,

that the cause of the low tem per­ 
atures was the dust in

It was a year of several 
volcanoes in action. These might 
well have caused dust in the air 
which could shut off the sunshine. 
I further understand that certain

Papers Gone 14 Weeks 
Before 
Troops 
Hit 
Normandy Beaches 


Washington, Jan. 31 (ZP)—The 
Army confirmed today that .se­ 
cret data on the invasion of Eu­ 
rope was lost in the mail 14 weeks 
before the troops hit the Norm an­ 
dy beaches. 
Officials 
said 
a 
sergeant at 
headquarters in England, “tired 
from overwork and worried about 
his sister’s illness,” sent the pa­ 
pers to her address in America by 
mistake. 
That was on Fob. 24, 
1944. 
The papers w ere intended for 
Army headquarters in W ashing­ 
ton. 
The officials said they “did not 
reveal the assault date, the target 
area 
or .strength of the assault 
force” and would have been use­ 
less to the enemy. 
The envelope was addressed to j 
the right arm y department, but 
to the sister’s street num ber and 
city, the officials said. Postoffice 
authorities w ere unable to find 
any 
such 
departm ent 
at that j 
number. They turned the packet 
over to the Army. 
The 
officials said the papers 
left England in an official en­ 
velope of a type 
forbidden 
for 
personal use. Hence it did not go 
through normal censorship. 
The sergeant, they added, was 
“completely 
exonerated 
of any 
deliberate 
criminality.” 
He 
re­ 
ceived 
his 
honorable discharge 
late in 1945.

Commerce 
Department 
Acts 
To 
Ease 
Fuel 
Shortage At Home 


Washington, Jan. 31 (ZP)—The 
c o rn rn e r c e 
departm ent 
today 
clamped down on oil exports for 
the second time this month to 
ease the severe fuel shortage at 
home. 
It asked the steel industry to 
help by setting aside part of its 
output for oil well equipment and 
railroad cars. 
The quota for oil exports for 
the first three months of this year 
was cut from 11,850,000 barrels to 
9.650,000. This compares with the 
original quota of 17,000,000 b ar­ 
rels for the quarter. 
The departm ent said this coun­ 
try also will supply only 100,000 
of the 1.600,000 barrels it had in­ 
tended to ship to Japan and the 
Ryukyu Islands. The rest will be 
obtained 
outside of the United 
States. 
The total saving will be 3,700,- 
000 barrels. This country’s aver­ 
age daily consumption is around 
5,300,000 barrels. 
To ' deal 
with steel shortages, 
Secretary Harrim an asked the in­ 
dustry last night to parcel out 
about IO percent of production on 
a high priority basis to the oil, 
freight car, farm machinery and 
home building industries. 
The system will be voluntary. 
Harriman said it still will leave 
plenty 
of 
steel for automobile 
makers and other manufacturers.
